Eo was au habitual opium- 
cator n.nd was about penniless, all of which 
facts doubtless combined to load him'to tho 
dead, Tho pistol ho] used was an old one,

soeuis as if tho idea of suicidomust havo boen 
suddon, as ho left uo sign or indication that 
bo had contemplated the stop. Dr. J. O. 
Gant, tbe coroner, is still at tlio residonce of 
tho suicide talcing evidence, but tho abovo 
are, tho facts' that are likely to do developed.

Tho Marino National bank was chartered

It is said that the 
institution's dealings with the stock exchange 
have been only on a small scale and that 
tho decline in stocks was moro tho reflection 
of tho exaggerated reports ot tlia boars, and 
unloading of tho weal; holders than from fear 
of any largo holdings in the market by tho 
bank.
